END RESULT A:  Accurate, comprehensive, and current research on customary and traditional uses of fish and
wildlife in Alaska.

For 2005-2009, an annual average of 29.8 community surveys were conducted to collect updated data on customary•
and traditional uses.  The 27 surveys in FY09 are slightly below the five year average, largely due to completing
multi-year studies started in previous years.

Status of Strategies to Achieve End Result
For 27 Alaska communities, FY09 surveys obtained updated harvest information.  Targets were exceeded in•
three of six regions, thus achieving the overall target of conducting a minimum of five studies of customary and
traditional uses of fish and wildlife and harvests in at least three of the six regions each year
In FY09 the Community Subsistence Information System was updated with information from an additional 113•
communities, meeting the target.
In FY09, the Division of Subsistence completed and released 25 new technical research reports and updates•
related to harvest information, considerably higher than the annual average of 8.25 between 1997-2008, and the
2004-2008 average of 14.8.

END RESULT B:  Current, scientifically gathered information and analyses of customary and traditional use
data to provide hunting and fishing opportunities for Alaskans.

All proposed state regulations (FY09 total of 277) were reviewed before action was taken by regulatory boards.•

Status of Strategies to Achieve End Result
All the relevant regulatory proposals were analyzed for Board of Game (FY09 total 157), and associated reports•
prepared as needed.
All the relevant regulatory proposals were analyzed for Board of Fisheries (FY09 total 120), and associated•
reports prepared as needed.
For FY09, there were 12 fisheries and 11 wildlife management plans (total 23) in which relevant information was•
provided regarding customary and traditional use and harvest information, meeting the target.

Key Component Challenges

For FY 2011, the division is challenged with timely and adequate collection, analysis, and reporting of harvest and use
information for use in regulatory processes and management of Alaska’s fish and wildlife resources.  The goal is to
continue collection of information in representative communities in regions of the state, and the associated timely update
of the information and analysis of data collected.  However, spending restrictions and increasing costs associated with
personnel, travel, and infrastructure make this a challenging goal to achieve, particularly since funding for data collection
and associated analysis comes primarily from sources other than state funds.

The division is proposing the development of a system of index communities to cost-effectively monitor subsistence
harvest of fish and wildlife in all areas of the state. This can only be implemented with future investment of new funds for
representative comprehensive surveys to provide critical updates needed by the state regulatory boards. Until then, the
boards’ ability to evaluate reasonable opportunity under their harvest regulations will diminish as harvest data become
dated and less reliable, which may lead to restrictions to other harvest opportunities such as commercial, sport, and
general uses. An increment is proposed to provide start-up funding for the index community program, with future efforts
anticipated to seek adequate support for representative and timely surveys meeting regulatory boards’ needs.

Additional investment is also needed to support developing methods to assess the customary and direct dependence of
residents in the population centers in the state, in the “non-subsistence areas”. Without these studies, the Boards will
not have any representative information regarding subsistence use by residents in those areas. And to help meet the
challenge of managing escalating operational costs for studies, the division seeks support to obtain field data collection
equipment that bypasses hand-recorded information, thus reducing costs and errors, and making it feasible to take on
large studies such as those required for major development projects.

The division is challenged to prioritize use of decreasing fiscal resources to ensure that necessary scientific information
is available and provided to the Board of Fisheries, Board of Game, local fish and game advisory committees, managers,
and the public for regulation and management of fish and wildlife for subsistence use consistent with state law and the
sustained-yield principle.

Funding is insufficient to address harvest opportunity concerns voiced by the public at Board of Fisheries and Board of
Game meetings.  Harvests statistics are maintained in separate databases of each division and are not compiled and
analyzed in a comprehensive fashion to present to regulatory boards.  Analyses and presentations of comprehensive
harvest information is not part of annual operations, and requires reprogramming staff and funding from core services to
address issues as requested by both boards.

The loss of these field office locations providing services is accompanied by a loss in direct public involvement in state
fish and game management in the Bristol Bay and Yukon-Kuskokwim delta regional centers in Bethel and Dillingham.
Departmental presence and interaction with the public is reduced in Bethel, Dillingham, and Juneau.  Each of the six
regions has at least one staff member residing within the region, except for western.

Assisting with the review and analysis of proposed lawsuits, legislation, legal challenges, Endangered Species Act
proposed listings, and Environmental Impact Statements affecting uses of fish and wildlife resources by Alaskans for
subsistence requires reprogramming staff and funding from core services in order to immediately provide the necessary
information and responses as requested by the Department of Law and the legislature.

Significant Changes in Results to be Delivered in FY2011

The division participates as one of several agencies, organizations, and private contractors and more than 70 principal
investigators in a five year research partnership of the Bering Sea Integrated Ecosystem Research Program of the North
Pacific Research Board.  The research contributes to knowledge of one of the most highly productive marine
ecosystems in the world which provides an economic engine for many of Alaska’s fishing communities.  The research
goal is to improve understanding of the mechanisms associated with the Bering Sea ecosystem and its affect on
resources and communities that depend upon them as impacted by a changing climate.  Fiscal Year 2011 will be the
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third of the five study years.

The division is requesting an increment to provide start-up funding to develop a system of index communities to cost-
effectively monitor subsistence harvest of fish and wildlife in all areas of the state. This program would ultimately conduct
representative comprehensive surveys to provide critical updates needed by the state regulatory boards.

Major Component Accomplishments in 2009

Reports Completed:  Division staff completed ten technical papers, another 15 special reports, and updates to the
statewide subsistence harvest information system.  The five primary information systems updated or enhanced are:
Alaska Subsistence Fisheries; Big Game Harvest; Subsistence Harvest of Halibut in Alaska; Subsistence Migratory Bird
Harvest; and Marine Mammals.  Analysis and reporting of information will be notably improved as the community harvest
information system is now updated and web-accessible in an easier-to-use format.  Information from over 171 community
studies has been added in the past two years.

Fish and Game Boards Support:  The Board of Fisheries and Board of Game considered information provided by the
division as the boards deliberated on proposals for changes in hunting and fishing regulations.  The division reviewed 277
proposals, and provided information to the boards on customary and traditional uses, and for making determinations of
amounts of fish and wildlife reasonably necessary for subsistence uses in several areas of the state.  The Board of
Fisheries acted on subsistence proposals primarily for the Southcentral and Southeast management areas.  The Board
of Game addressed subsistence permit hunts and Tier II hunts mainly in Southcentral and Southwest-- each of which
required information from Division of Subsistence harvest assessments and other studies during the course of their
meetings and regulation process.

Special Assignments:  The division provided information and analysis of subsistence information as follows:

To the North Pacific Fishery Management Council and the International Pacific Halibut Commission on uses of•
halibut for subsistence as part of their review and consideration of changes to subsistence halibut fishing
regulations.
To the Board of Fisheries on harvest of salmon taken for subsistence use, in response to public proposals to•
change fishing regulations.
To the Alaska Migratory Bird Co-Management Council on subsistence bird hunting and harvest estimation as•
part of their consideration of hunting regulations and harvest monitoring programs in different regions of the state.
The U.S. Fish & Wildlife Service transferred the coordination of the council’s harvest assessment program to the
Division of Subsistence, including final harvest reports.
To the Yukon River Salmon Panel.  The division director serves as chair of the U.S.-Canada Yukon River Panel•
charged with implementing provisions and obligations of the Pacific Salmon Treaty with Canada; and the division
is a member of the scientific Joint Technical Committee of the Yukon Panel.  The division has a lead role with
the Arctic-Yukon-Kuskokwim Sustainable Salmon Initiative, both on the Steering Committee and the Scientific
Technical Committee.

Liaison with the Federal Subsistence Program:  The division is a member of the department’s liaison team with the
federal subsistence management program.  This requires review of state comments on proposed federal regulations,
special action requests, requests for reconsideration of federal actions, and lawsuits.  In 2008, there were 15 fishery
proposals (for the 2010-2012 regulatory cycle) and 0 wildlife proposals (for 2008-2010) for changes to federal subsistence
management regulations for those two year regulatory periods.  Data were compiled and information analyzed and
presented to provide official state comments on customary and traditional use determinations, rural and nonrural areas,
and federal closures of hunts and fisheries to those other than federally qualified users.

The State Emergency Response Commission (SERC):  The division director serves as the link between the department
and the SERC to implement AS 26.23.071 and 26.23.073 for disaster planning and preparedness as it impacts fish and
wildlife resources and those who depend upon them.

This increment supports development of a system of representative index communities to cost-effectively monitor subsistence harvest of fish and wildlife in all
areas of the state, and thereby provide critical updates needed by the state fish and game regulatory boards.  Without this information, harvest data will
become dated and less reliable, which may lead to regulatory restrictions to other harvest opportunities (commercial, sport, and general uses).   Increment
funds would provide start-up support, with future efforts anticipated to adequately support representative and timely harvest data surveys.

Due to the large number of communities and high costs, it is not possible to update comprehensive data for most communities on a regular basis.  Therefore, a
set of index communities will be selected to represent areas of the state.  Comprehensive surveys will be conducted on a regular, rotational schedule in these
communities, and results will be used to estimate total harvests in the area which the index communities represent.  The program will provide annual estimates
of statewide subsistence harvests and trends, including harvest quantities, locations of harvests, and numbers of harvesters and users.  The program can
be supplemented with special project funds to add additional communities to the on-line Community Subsistence Information System (CSIS).

Implementation of the project will proceed in two steps.  Because data are lacking in key regions (interior and western) and are more than 20 years old in
many of the communities in other regions, in the first two years, comprehensive surveys will be conducted to fill in gaps to support the development of a
scientifically sound design for long-term annual monitoring with the index community approach.  Based on currently available data in the CSIS and new data
